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CASE OPENED AGAINST TwPP

[Text] Ankara--The Ankara Marcial Law Commandant military prosecutor has 
opened a case in Martial Law Commandant Military Court No 2 against TWPP 
[Turkish Worker Peasant Party | Chairman General Dogu Perincek and 23 party 
administrators on charges of “striving to est*blish arbitrary power of one 
social classe over other social classes." Perincek and his 23 colleagues 
will be tried under Article 141/1 of the TCK [Turkish Penal Code], and the 
penalty of imprisonment ac hard labor for between 6 and 15 years will be 


sought . 


A statement on this topic made by the martial law commandant military pros- 
ecutor reads as follows: 


"The investigation conducted by our military prosecutor's office of the 
founding members of the TWPP, whose general headquarters are located in 
Ankara, and of che administrators of the party's general headquarters has 
been completed, and a public case has been opened in Ankara Martial Law 
Military Court No 2 against Perincek and 23 other persons. According to 
the statement of the charges, the suspects directed the TWPP, which, as 
they informed the Ministry of Interior and che public, was formed on 30 
January 1978, toward the violation of TCK Article 141, Paragraph 1 in the 
communique marking the party's founding, in its bylaws and programs, in 
the principles that were included in its land reform program, through the 
decisions leading toward the carrying out of these principles reached as 
official bodies of general headquarters, through va: ious publications, and 
with the educational and class programs they designed. The suapects' 
party, in essence, implied principles - this nature in its bylaws and 
programs. The founding members, knowi.g that their principles bore the 
quality of a crime, came together and formed the society. They revealed 
that they were committing a crime of their own free will by informing of- 
ficials and the public of the establishment of the society. They directed 
the party toward the philosophy of Marxist-Leninist Mao Tse-tung, which 
the courts ruled was illegal in the case of the banned Turkish Revolution- 
ary Worker Peasant Party. The suspects channeled all their efforts and 
activities of their propaganda, organizational work, and enterprises in 














this direction and maintained party discipline. The suspects, in this 
manner, formed a society aimed to establish arbitrary power of one class 
over other social classes and to overthrow one of the existing established 
economic or social systems of the nation. Because it has been understood 
that the suspects directed and administered che activities of such an 
organization, it is requested chat they be sentenced under TOK Article 
1141/1. Because 18 suspects are at large, their documents have been sepa- 
rated from the others. Twenty-two suspects are in custody, and two have 
been released on bail," 


TCK Article 141/1, under which the TWPP members are being charged, reads 
as follows: 


"Those who take part in forming or form societies, no matter in what man- 
ner or under what names, that aim to establish arbitrary power of one 
social clase over other social classes, or to eliminate « social class, or 
to overturn any of che established economic or basic social systems within 
the nation; those who organize, manage, or direct the activities of such 
societies; or those who point the way in such matters will be sentenced to 
imprisonment of between @& and 15 years at hard labor." 


Dossiers for 18 suspects in the TWPP case have been set apart. Following 
examination by the court of the case dossiers, a hearing date will be set.

Officials, who reported that natural gas production at 
Hamitabat during the preliminary phase totaled 86, cubic meters per day, 
noted that daily production has now reached 150,000 cubic meters. The 
TPAO, which began natural gas production in 1980 at six of 10 test wells 
drilled in the Ergene Stream basin triangle, produced 21 million cubic 
meters of gas that year. TPAO test well tower engineer Turhan Yazgan said 
that, within . week, 12 wells in Hamitabat will be working and that the 
wells generally became productive at a depth of between 1870 and 3200 
meters. It was explained by experts that Hamitabat has the capacity co 
produce 50 mi'lion cubic meters per year at this stage.

BIGGEST TOURIST PROJECT UNVEILED 
Nicosia CYPRUS MAIL in English 3 May 81 p 3 


[Text] Limaseol April 30. An ambitious tourist project, described as the “big- 
gest in Cyprus", was outlined by Limassol business magnate, |.c Evagoras Lanitis, 
at a large gathering of Government officials, departmental chiefs, tourist agents, 
businessmen and others, at the Amathus Hotel, yesterday. 


The project, under the name “Aphrodite Resort Development", will be in a sloping 
area of some 1745 donums of land above the main Limassol~Paphos highway, about 
one mile west of the legendary "Petra tou Romiou", where, according to mythology, 
Aphrodite, the goddess of love was born from the sea~foam. 


"Designed to blend with the environment and have Greek and Cypriot character and 
style, coupled with modern comforts and amenities the project, when completed", 
said Mr Lanitis, “will include three hotels, one 5<star and two 4 or 3-star, two 
hotel apartments and three tourist villages". It will also have about 530 plots 
of land for houses or villas to be built in harmony with the environment which, as 
in the case of the tourist villages, will be sold to the public. There will be a 
small town, accommodating some 7,500 people" he said. 


A variety of sporting facilities will be provided, including an 18-hole golf 
course, bowling centre, tennis courts, horse-riding, squash, health club, swimming 
pools, recreation and cultural centres, open-air theatre, restaurants, bars etc., 
and conference and exhibition halls. 


Completion of the complex will be made in three main phases, spread over a period 
of some thirty years, and the cost is estimated to be in the region of forty mil- 
lion pounds, on present day figures, and various methods of finance are being 
considered, said Mr Lanitis. One is the formation of a public company with the 
participation of as large a number of Cyprus people as possible and/or the con- 
tracting of an overseas loan. 


The construction of the five-star hotel, with all auxiliary buildings, sporting 
grounds and other facilities and services, is envisaged at a cost of some five 
million pounds, over a period of five years. 


But Mr Lanitis made the realisation of the project conditional on a number of pre- 
requisites, most important of which are, satisfactory progress on the construction 
of Paphos airport, the Government lease of the strip of land from the street to 

the sea, so that the users of the complex may have access to the beach through an 
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underground tunnel, sufficient water supply, or a permit to carry water from the 
Kouklia-Achelia area, and infrastructural works, such as a road network, electri- 
city and telephone installations, sewage systems ete. Proper use of the Govern- 
ment-owned "forest", land-adjoining the area, ie aleo required. 


Mr Lan. + laid emphasia on the new concepts which must be adopted by the authori- 
ties in connection with the touriet development of the island which must be in 
line with the environment and “help us to avoid the mistakes of the past". 
"Touriste", he said, “do not come to Cyprus to see masses of concrete and sky- 
scrapers blocking the sun and the view". “They are in search of sun, sea and re- 
laxation". 


He also advised a revision of the chartered flights policy, with a reduction of 
air fares, and advocated restraint of labour demands, in the interest of all con- 
cerned, 


Mr Lanitis expressed confidence in the development of the tourist industry as "one 
of the most important sectors of the island's economy and the most valuable foreign 
exchange earner of our country", and estimated the total of tourists this year 
at 400,000, having risen from 353,000 in 1980 and 264,000 in 197, with receipts 
totalling 670 million (as against 670 million in 1980 and 624 million in 1973). 


In addition to the Amathus 5<star hotel built eight years ago, the Lanitis Group 
of Companies, have recently built another hotel, the 3<star “Ariadne”, and are the 
largest hotel owners in the island with a capacity of 666 hotel beds. 


"Our experience in the hotel industry indicates our faith in this sector of the 
economy and our decision to proceed with the "Aphrodite Resort Project", said 
Mr Lanitis “is further proof of our belief that the tourist and hotel business 
will and must develop even further for the benefit of our national economy". 


Detailed plans of the project were prepared by the International Planning Colla- 
borative bureau in Athens, headed by Limassol-born Mr Nicos D. Polydorides, son 
of former Commercial Academy owner-Director, Mr Dem. Polydorides, who is a Pro- 
fessor at Patras University. Mr Polydorides presented and explained the plans in 
detail and replied to several questions.

TRADE R&LATIONS AITH IRAQ ANALYZED 
Athens ELEVTHEROS s in Greek 30 Apr 61 p 11 


Accompanied by Vandalis, the Greek ambassador in Bagdad, Iraqi Foreign 
nister Hammadi, who is presently in Athens, visited Minister of Commerce A>. 
Kalantsakos with whom he exchanged views on Greek-Iragi trade relations and tneir 
further promotion within the context of the excellent relations existing between 

the two countries. 


As is known, the trade relations between Greece and Iraq are based on: 
1. The 1956 free foreign exchange trade agreement. 


2. The trade protocol which was signed in Athens in January 1969 as part of the 
above agreement and which included a list of exchangeable products between the 
two countries. 


3. The agreement signed in Bagdad on 3 June 1976 providing economic and technical 
cooperation between Oreece and Iraq. 


In the context of this iast agreement the first meeting of a mixed Greek-Iraqgi 
committee was held at the deputy-ministerial level in Athens in January 1978 and 
among other things a protocol on trade matters was signed. According to this 
protocol each side assumed the obligation to encourage the purchase of fixed 
quantities of certain products. Tobacco and tomato paste were among the Greek 
products. 


The seconé meeting of the mixed committee took place in Bagdad between 11 and 16 
April 1960, this time at the ministerial level, at which time another protocol 
concerning trade matters was signed. 


.n implementing these protocols the Iraqi side imported in 1976 a substantial 
quantity of tomato paste. In July 1980 a long-term cooperation agreement was 
signed between the Larisa Farm Industry Co. and the appropriate Iraqi agency. The 
agreement provides for delivering to Iraq 42,000 tons of tomato paste in the next 
4 years (2,000 tons by the end of 1980 and the remaining 40,000 during the 1961- 
1984 period). On the other hand, the provide for Iraq to deliver 
2,250,000 tons of crude oil /to Greece/. 
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In the context of our efforts for improving Oreek-Ireqi ration in the economic 
and trade sectors, @ Greek delegation went to Bagdad on 30 to negotiate the 
purchase of 50,000 industrial dates for the production of alcohol. A temporary 
contract was signed and a definite one will be signed after the Greek side receives 
a letter from Iraq stating that the Iraqi authorities will facilitate the importe- 
tion . Ange products, mainly tobacco, tomato paste and preserved fruits or 
vegetables.

NEW ACRICULTURE PACKAGE}=-Farmers to consider proposed agreement again. The govern- 
ment has put torward a proposal for a new agriculturel agreement. As expected, it is 
similar to the offer from the National Agricultural Marketing Board, which was re- 
jected by both the farmers’ and the consumers’ delegations earlier this year. This 
means that the Minister for Agriculture, Anders Dahlgren (Center Party), is of the 
opinion that the same principles for cost compensation to agriculture and processing 
industry as have been used hitherto should be applied also in the future. Further- 
more, the sector will receive a one-time amount of 100 million kronor, since the 
method used to compensate for tnflation has resulted in ine iequate cost compensation 
since 1978. Dahlgren also suggests an income increase for farmers of 30 million 
kronor, effective July 1 this year and another 40 million at the end of the year, 

in addition to any gains resulting from rationalization. Price support for farmers 
in northern Sweden is proposed to be raised by 29 million kronor to 228 million as 
of July 1 this year. Dahlgren states in his proposal that he will form a committee 
to review the support of farming in the north. [Text] [Stockholm DAGENS NYHETER in

AGRICULTURAL CREDIT DECLINES--The Mortgage Bank:Loan applications for 6 billion 
currently pending. Farmers’ demand for credit has started to decline. The optimism 
of the seventies has gone and the farmers are less inclined to invest, TT [Press 
Wire Service, Inc.] is told by Sten Blomgvist, Deputy Managing Director of the 
General Mortgage Bank of Sweden. The Mortgage Bank, through its 10 rural credit 
assocations, provides loans to farming and forestry with fixed interest rates and 
against collateral in farmland. Lending operations have increased rapidly during 
the last years and the queve of loan applications has more than quadrupled during 
the last 5 years. The annual report shows that the Mortgage Bank last year increased 
its lending operations by 1.3 billion kronor. At the turn of the year, total 
amounts outstanding reached 8.4 billion kronor. Gross profit was 31.4 million 
kronor (compared to 27.2 the preceding year).

ECONOMIC POLICY BY POLITICAL PARTIES ANALYZED 
Nicosia CYPRUS MAIL in English 8 May 81 p 2 


[Text] In the January-March iseve of "IKONOMIKI KYPROS", which is the only eco- 
nomic magazine in Cyprus, the leaders of the seven political parties of Cyprus 
are given the chance to put forward their views on economic policy. We, there- 
fore, felt that in view of the forthcoming elections, we would analyse the poli- 
cles of the various parties, and examine the various strategies that the parties 
seem to follow with respect to economic and political objectives. 


The magazine "IKONOMIKI KYPROS" esked the party leaders five questions relating 
to the Cyprus economy. These questions were as follows: 


(1) What do you think should be the regulatory role of Government in the economic 
life of the country? 


(2) How serious does your party consider the subjects of inflation, and the bai- 
ance »>f paymer.s deficit to be? 


(3) What is your approach to the subject of the fiscal policy of the State? 
(4) What is your policy with regard to the energy problem? 


(5) What is your position with respect to the association of Cyprus with the Euro- 
pean Economic Community? 





Though we do not heve background information on why the above five questions were 
asked, we feel that it is possible to make some comments on the questions them- 
selves. The questions are quite clever and designed to bring out some of the policy 
differences between te parties, though one major omission is the absence of a 
question relating to the anticipated employment problem. With regard to the first 
and last question, these are intended to bring out the differences between the 
right-wing and left-wing. However in general most of the parties appear to be 
aiming their programmes at i.e centre and are moderating their views. 


It is unfortunate that IKONOMIKI KYPROS did not get enough support from all the 
parties, so that it could maintain its straight-forward question-and-answer 
presentation for all the parties. Mr Michaelides of the New Democratic Party 
simply sent a statement on the party's economic and social policy, while Dr Sofia- 
nos, of the Pancyprian Renewal Front has a long statement under his picture and 
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name. Though we have tried to use the printed etatements provided by these two 
parties, to interpret their views of the question asked, quite obviously there is 
scope for misinterpreting their position. 


All the other parties anewered the questions put forward by "IKONOMIKI KYPROS", 
AKEL's answers differed in that the questions and answers were preceded by an in- 
troduction. It should also be noted that AKEL's replies took four whole magazine 
size pages, as compared to only two pages from the other four parties that an- 
swered the questions. 


Comparisons 


Before proceeding to a comparison of the economic policy of the seven parties, we 
should explain that we found it convenient to pair six of the parties in order to 
facilitate closer examination of differences. More specifically, the views of 
AKEL and EDEK were paired, to make clear the differences between these two parties. 
One conclusion of this is that EDEK has not discarded ite Marxist or semi-Marxist 
past history, and is still far from being a Social Democratic party, in the moder- 
ate European sense. 


The Democratic Party and the Democratic Rally were aleo paired, because these are 
the two large parties that will be competing for the very large centre vote. One 
other pair ie made up of the Union of the Centre Party, and the New Democratic 
Party, because both are centre-right parties, which were formed at about the same 
time (late last year). Any differences in approach between them would be of in- 
terest, though the failure of the NDP to answer the questions put to them makes 
the whole exercise more difficult. 


That leaves the Pancyprian Renewal Front unpaired. This is because this party 
should be compared to that of the other centre parties, and also to the leftist 
parties. 


In answer to the first question, telating to the role of government in the economy, 
it is important to note that AKEL takes a much more moderate line than EDEK. 

The Communist AKEL states that the state must take a move active role in controlling 
the economy, and emphasizes that state ownership of certain important key sectors 

in the economy is required. 


Nationalisation is considered to be required specifically for the Larnaca oil re- 
finery, and for semi-state organisations not under complete Government control. 

With respect ‘“o mines, banks and insurance companies, the Party does not call for 
outright nationalisation, but for special committees to be set up to examine ways 

of controlling or nationalising these sectors. But the party firmly proposes vorker 
representations on the boards of these sectors, and parliamentary control of key 
sectors. 








Socialism 
AKEL believes that elsewhere control could be increased through greater and more 


effective utilisation of the Central Bank and the Prices Committee. The party 
also praises the work of the Planning Bureau and stresses its belief in development 
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planning. lt aleo emphasises that the above policy ie not socialiet, but that 
even in the United States the Government controle 30% of the economy and (ob- 
viously) the U. 5. te “certainly not a soctaliet economy”. 


it considers Chat expertence has ehown that if everything ie left to the private 
sector numerous and ¢c mplex problems arise. The anewer given by AKEL concludes by 
calling for state intervencion for the of the economy and the people, and 

not for the diemantling (or dislocation) of the free economy, of which the extent 
to which tt can be conaidered free “is called in question by the statement that 
thie “ie another iesue”. 


In sharp contrast to the above relatively epecific anewer of AKEL, the Socialist 
Party anewered the same question in 4 guch more general and radical manner. EDEK 
blames the present situation (mentioning inflation), tax evasion, illegal currency 
exports, inadequate investment on the fact that the Government role in the eco-~ 
nowy ie limited to 4 merely indicative one. 





The party stresses that especially since 1974, there is a need to tackle the “in- 

mediate dangere which thie country faces", and calle for long term economic plan- 

ning aimed at Lalanced developwent which will protect the interests of the working 
class, ensure sufficient resources for defence, and separate Cyprus from the eco- 

nomic influence of imperialien. 


Strategic economic sectore should be brought under central control, though a large 
proportion of economic activity should remain in private hands, and rural areas, 
emall industrial unite and shope are mentioned as being in thie category. 


It ie clear, therefore, that EDEK has not tempered ite socialist philosophy in or- 
der to increase ite appeal to the centre of politics in Cyprus. Instead it is 
possible that ite policy ie aimed sore at maintaining ite traditional support, 
but aleo at drawing votere from AKEL. The risk is that the party may lose much 
of ite intellectual middle class support. 


In considering the policy of the Democratic Party it is difficult to separate the 
“estate” from the “party”. The answer is designed to give the impression that the 
Democratic Party is somehow connected to the successful development of the economy 
since independence, and that ite economic policy is a continuation of past suc- 
cessful policies. 


This policy has been based on the principle of “indicative planning” within a 

mixed economic system, in which the Government strives for a harmonious relation- 
ship between the public and the private sector. In view of the past record of 
success of this system, it must be protected while at the same time it is the re- 
sponsibility of all the population to find ways of casing the system more effective. 


The Democratic Party holde the view that the role of Government must remain to 
coordinate, to guide, and to help, and the Government should only intervene where 
the private sector fails, or where a service is estabh’ished for the common good. 
Great care has, therefore, been taken to ensure that the party has staked out the 
middle ground. 
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Rally 


Another party aiming for the middle ground in ite programme is the Democratic Ral'y, 
which ie generally considered ae being the right wing party of Cyprus. Conse~ 
quentiy, ite views on question one are somewhat similar to those of the Democra~ 


tic Party, though the emphasis on improved planning and programming implies criti- 
ciem of the Government. 


It states that the regulatory role of Government within a mixed economic system is 
today acceptable, but this role must be indicative, encouraging and ecientifi- 
cally programmed, Emphasis ie put on the improvement of the infrastructure, the 
creation of competitive conditions, and the creation of an appropriate investment 
Climate. The Democratic Rally ends by severely criticising totalitarian govern- 
ment intervention, and stating that it strangles business initiative, and clearly 
the Polish economic mess seems to be hinted at here. 


Somewhet surprisingly the Union of the Centre Party provides a more conservative 
viewpoint, designed to attract business people. Commitment to free private ini- 
tiative and ownership ie etreseed. Nevertnelesse, the Party accepts intervention 
in the economy, particularly where the private sector cannot accept the burden, 
or profite are too low for private firma to be attracted. 


Here the New Democratic Party comes in with a distinctly different viewpoint, 
which ie more innovative, but aleo because it shows a serious attempt to develop 
4 programme around a central idea. The party clearly expresses its central objec- 
tive as the achievement of a pluralistic society. 


Unfortunately, it does not define exactly what it means by this but the Oxford 
English Dictionary defines “pluraliem" as “a system that recognizes that one 
ultimate principle”. By implication, this in economic terms would mean a mixed 
economy of some sort. 


This system should evolve through continuous change and the restructuring of so- 
ciety, which requires that the Government undertake on increasing role in the 
regulation of the basic factors of social change, so as to “ensure functional bal- 
ance between individual preferences and the interests of society as a whole”. 
Essentially thie is a similar system to that supported by the Democratic Party, 
Democratic Rally and Union of the Centre Party, but the New Democratic Party has 
taken the trouble to present it within a central philosophy (which may not help 

it since it is difficult to understand). 


The party does recognize implicitly, however, that as society becomes more complex 
the role of Government has to get larger, and to this extent the New Democratic 
Party has a more moderate posture than the Union of the Centre. 


Dr Sofianos, Pancyprian Renewal Front, also supports a mixed economy, but differs 
slightly by putting forward the view that at present the state intervenes in areas 
where it should not, and faile to intervene in essential areas. The party empha- 
sizes the fact that the existence of monopolies does not allow free competition to 
operate in the economy, and strongly implies that greater government intervention 
is necessary in order to attain a fairer distribution of the national income.

CP LEADER SAARINEN FAILED LN BID TO UNSEAT KOIVISTO

{Text} The government's return to routine life was a little more 
elegant than anyone had dared to hope in that ite much disputed 
decisions were unanimous, at least officially. It is possible 
that there will be more cooperation for a while too, according to 
observations. Thies article aleo discusses Aarne Saarinen's de- 
fense of “the information” from Ekudden. 


A feeling of remorse must have prevailed in the cabinet as it began ite deliberations 
on the much discursed social benefite and their taxation. Considering the great 
excitement generated by the iseue, directly or indirectly, the return to routine life 
will be somewnat of an anticlimax, but a wholesome one. In general, one might say 
that the government landed more elegantly than had been expected. Its decision on 
the social package was unanimous, without reservations. That essentially means that 
representatives of the Finnish People's Democratic League heeded the wish expressed 
by Koivisto last Monday that the government should continue to appear as united as 
possible. That, in turn, led other government parties to withdraw their special 
requests. 





After many rounds, the prime minister finally attained his goal, government unanimity 
on the legislation associated with the Pekkanen solution. But the price was that 4 
final decision on the matter would be made some time in the future. Early fall, at 
the latest, when the legislative issues come before Parliament, new differences of 
opinion could surface if the social package “is opened up" for discussion. The fact 
that an eventual revision of the package was delegated to a working committee which 
includes various labor representatives was completely logical. indeed, various organ- 
izations accepted a principal outline of the income policy during the Pekkanen round 
on condition that the government's part of it, the social package, would comply with 
the Pekkanen guidelines. If adjustments are aade, they must obviously be discussed 
with the parties involved in the income policy agreement. 


How does the government feel after the upset? Certainly a touch better than before, 
based on observations. According to reports, leading ministers from the four parties 
met on Friday and decided to cooperate more. in all probability, the desire to trip 
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ome another has diminished, Wenee, one might assume that less contorversial matters, 
like the next phase of the pension reform and, let us say, changes in municipal leg- 
islation, will hardly shake government foundations, Already from the beginning, the 
qe refused to protect the gravel legielation; it gust obviously run ite course 
in Parliament, 


The government can assuredly be pleased with the result of essentially implementing 
Pekkanen's income policy. From the beginning, Prime Minister Koivisto was the polit- 
ical guarantor for Pekkanen's proposal and thus has special reason to be pleased, 
Reflecting upon industry's apprehension about the winter/spring income policy round 
in particular, ome might say that the country is as protected against an economic 
reversal as at all possible. 


A comparison between this policy and the Sorea Il government's stimulus package is 
not at all uncalled-for, with the reservation that the government's active part was 
far greater in the latter inetance, The government can take comfort in ite aches 
and pains from recent Gallup figures published last Thureday, which reflect voter 
opinion in February and March. The figures show that 66 percent of those polled 
were satisfied with the government. The fact that confidence in Koivieto's ministry 
was considerably greater among National Coalition Party members than among members 

of the Finnish People's Democratic League, together with the fact that a clear major- 
ity of all persons interviewed wanted the firet-named party included in the govern- 
ment, shows to what great extent votere consider the present government 4 conservative 
guarantee. 


The budge vposal will be the next difficult test, according to majority opinion. 

In toda’ sebate, Professor Edward Andersson gave his reasons why it will be difficult 
to avoid « tax increase. We concur with hie reasoning. In leading articles, 
HUFVUDSTADSBLADET has repeatedly stated that the government ie caught in a difficult 
triangle: it does not want to increase taxes, it should not borrow more money and it 
will be difficult, if not impossible, to effectively cut government spending. If the 
government chooses to raise taxes, the question will arise as to how such 4 hetero- 
genous goverument could possibly create such big problem. 


Pinally we take note of the fact that Koivieto, at least during thie phase, has con- 
siderably strengthened his personal position. Anyone wanting to unseat him would 
surely have to exercise great caution next time. And should Mauno Koivisto actually 
want the presidency, he has surely taken a great step in that direction through 

hie temperamental initiative. 


As a footnote we might mention Aarne Saarinen's “explanation” of his part in the 
dramatic events last weekend when he publicly aired details of his conversation at 
Fkudden. His explanation is ingenious, but not entirely convincing. Most ingenious, 
indeed, was Saarinen's rejoinder last Monday to the effect he ought to receive the 
governmnat's information prize for hie efforts. That he did not get, but rather an 
unusual and hardly undeserved shower of reprimands from all directions. 


To be sure, Saarinen wae not entirely wrong when he said it was his “information” 
that awakened Koivisto to the seriousness of the situation. Saarinen's insistence 
there were other forces besides him behind “the coup” against the prime minister 
might also be considered correct. 
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liowever, it no longer sounds credible when the Communist bose declares he was not out 
to change prime miniaters, So far, it has not been our impression that Saarinen was 
one of Koiviete's special backers, Indeed, some of his statements intended to cover 
up the opposition to Kalevi Kiviste, who played a decisive role in solving the crisis 
and who for the first time in years managed to put the Finnish People's Democratic 
League (dfff)=-neoncommunist party=--on the political map as an independent entity.

on the election outcome is seen in the casual discussions of reporters with Kastoria 
residents during the premier's recent visit there. 


“For a lifetime now we have been voting Right and until now we ne thought of 
voting for a party which showed even the slightest leftist trends /said a 
resident/. But if ND does not change ite candidate (ed. note: Kastoria elects 
only one deputy) then this time we shall vote PASOK," 


The second conclusion is that Rallies suffered « defeat while in the end he could 
have profited from this affair. Many people have not forgiven him for surrendering 
almost hands down in the fight for a proposal which he so intensively had supported 
and whose authorship he claimed. Hie defeat is linked with the fact that his 
opponents were not those who supported alternative solutions but those who opposed 
his political line or claimed the party's reins, It is said that the behind-the- 
scenes activities before the last--the third--meeting of the deputies elected in 
districts having five to nine parliamentary seats was intensive and that a question 
of party split was in the air. Only the intervention of the party's founder 

s/ averted such split, at the expense of Rallis, with the premier on 
one side and two ND outstanding leaders--Deputy Premier K. Papakonstandinou and 
National Defense Minister Averof--on the other. 


That there was a tendency for things to reach an extreme situation is detected 
in a relevant statement by Averof who had earlier taken a position against the 
proposal /for an increase in the mumber of candidates/: "This is the wrong time 
for such discussion," he said, "and its continuation is harmful because it gives 
the impression that the party is involved in petty politics." And even though he 
had given Rallis a free hand tw decide, this was not sufficient guarantee that 
when the issue was brought up in the Chamber of Deputies Averof and a number of 
deputies would not vote against it in which case the party split would have been 
an accomplished fact. 


in any case, political observers who agreed with such ea development in the event 
Rallis decided to implement thie measure assert that the premier should have 
followed another more dynamic strategy because the harm is the same one way or 
another, whether, that is, you have a split during an electoral campaign period 

or a strong presence of seeds for such « split during such period. If the issue 
were debated in the Chamber of Deputies and was voted down with t's support of 

the uew ND deputies, the premier would have resigned and would have asked for 

new elections. This would mean that @ decision by the reactionaries to proceed 
with the split would have exposed them in the eyes of the people as divisive-- 
during the campaign period, mreover, and they would have paid a high price for it.

In the end nothing like this happened. Rallis remained with the disputed authority 
of a person who retreated while the question of his opponents' intentions concern- 
ing the party leadership remained unknown more than ever. 


The Expansion 


This defeat, however, hurt not only the institution of replenishing the political 
life with new persons but all other parties as well since too would have the 
opportunity for “renewal.” The very policy of expansion /increase of parliamentary 
candidates/ suffered a blow. This policy was the main objective of New Democracy 
in the agonising tug-of-war with PASOK as to which party would be the first to 
cover broadly the area of the Center. This blow derives not only fram the fact 
that outstanding names in this area face the danger of being sidetracked for 
practical reasons but because the inter-party ate on increasing the 
number of liamente candidates /for wider choice/ revealed the determination 
of the traditional spokesmen of the Right, renewed or not, to question the right 
the party in power has over those from the Center who joined it. Indicative of 
this determination is an excerpt from a speech by Interior Minister Stratos who 
more or less disputed the “qualitative structure” of the expansion when he said: 
"The quality of persons who struggled and are still struggling for the New 
Democracy Party is in any event much higher than that of persons whom the proposal 
for an increase /of the candidates/ aims at serving." 


Does all the above mean that the expansion is being “froten" as far as ite critical 
point is concerned which is the "electoral restitution" of those who decided to 
join New Lemocracy and that ND is alienating itself from the practical proof 

that it also covers the area of the Center? The answer to this question depends 
on the future manipulations by the New cy leadership in accommodating 
everyone so that it will not create another /splinter/ group besides the "Rallis 
followers" and the "Averof followers"--a ¢roup of sirables.

PAPER COMMENTS ON POLL SHOWING LIBERAL PARTY REVERSES

[Text] A poll taken by IMU for DAGENS NYHETER and submitted the other day con- 
firms that the Liberal Party has the most emotional voters. During 6 months 
following the last election, every other Liberal Party voter changed party. This 
instability may explain why the Liberal Party is now concentrating so intensively 
on its Free-Church or freethinking voters. They are quite simply the only reach- 
able group within the party. 


The concept of freethinking has been outdated for many years, almost disappearing 
from our language and consciousness, 


In DN archives we found only a single clipping that contained this word during the 
sixties and seventies: a notice that the Stockholm Association of Freethinkers 
dissolved in the middle of the sixties. The Liberal Party has found it necessary 
to stress the harmony and unity among freethinkers and “urban liberals." 


Time after time the party has emphasized there are no specific Christian issues 

and that political Christian organizations are evil. To be sure, the Liberal Party 
has a so-called Christian Social Council, but it has never pursued an independent 
line. It has rather served as a social contact organ sim ar to other councils, 
like the Enterprise Council which addresses itself to various social groups. 


But the wind changed as we moved into the eighties. The party is new deliberately 
appealing to freethinking groups by developing a special profile for that segment 
of the party, for instance. A part-time ombudsman will be working to revitalize 
the Christian Social Council on the county level for the remainder of the year. 

In the days ahead the party will submit a written discussion on freethinkers and 
the new party program. And the Liberal Party Youth is concentrating specifically 
on Christian youth. 


The great appeal to freethinters began a few months ago at a national party meeting 
in Jonkoping, a centrally planned effort. The attendance at that meeting was 
expected to be 150--but multiples of that number arrived. Obviously, Christian 











party votere felt a need to come together as freethinkers and not simply as 
Liberals, However, the great enthusiasm at the Jonkoping meeting hae not only 
pleased party leaders but worried them as well, The fact that freethinkers have 
emerged as a separate entity has created great expectations among many for a new 
direction in Liberal Party policies, hopes of finally “being able to believe what 
we have always believed,” as some expressed it. But there are no such plane as 
far as party leaders are concerned nor within the Christian Social Council. 


Certain events at the national party meecing--maybe particularly the public reac- 
tion to Bert Stalhammar's plea for standardized education--caused "Frisinnad 
Tideskrift" to raise a warning finger in ite latest publication: 


"Sure they were there, the many loyal and trustworthy freethinkers. But we are 
still compelled to question where they stand with respect to the many burning 
political issues that have distinct ethical and religious implications, --There 
were Populistic tendencies in the enthusiastic applause for what some speakers 
had to say. There were leanings toward a new moraliem in the demand for govern- 
ment intervention; nothing overwhelming, shocking or definitive, but as a 
risk..." 


Why is it that the Liberal Party consciously takes the risk of promoting and 
elevating freethinking? The aim--to draw Free-Church groups closer to the party-- 
could have the opposite effect: concealed dissatistaction could find expression 
and cause trouble for the party, or simply go its own way. 


One important reason is that declining voter support has made Free-Church advocates 
a vital support group for the Liberal Party. Another is that freethinking issues, 
like alcohol and standardized education, are part of the times and that freethink- 
ing values also receive greater support from other groups. It is symptomatic that 
freethinkers and Liberals take a united stand on alcohol, the issue on which 

they disagreed the most at one time. The fact that the Liberal Party now dares 

to appeal to freethinkers is perhaps only a sign that their differences are no 
longer so great. 


Rertil Hansson, chairman of the Christian Social Council gives this remarkable 
explanation: He believes the party's appeal to freethinkers is primarily a 
reaction, both on the part of leaders and “the deep elements," to the fact that 
leading religious representatives, like crusader John Hedlund and Torbjorn Fre}, 
editor of the Baptist newspaper VECKOPOSTEN and former vice chairman of | iberal 
Party Youth, have left the Liberal Party. 


That says a great deal about the party's dilemma. Neither Hedlund nor Frej have 
been politically active to any great extent, yet their activities are deemed 
important enough for the party to counteract. Many Liberal Party leaders have 
Free-Church or church affiliation, Wikstrom, Wirten and Leijonborg, to mention 

a few. The problem is that all of them are firsthand politicians. However, their 
appeal to voters cannot compare with that of Waldemar Svensson and [inar Rimmerfors. 


It is perhaps correct to say that freethinkers are won by somewhat different means 
than political programs and political fitness. At the same time, it is dangerous 
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to ignore the greatly increased political consciousness and engagement on the part 
of Chrietiansa, particularly youth, Inasmuch as the Liberal Party ie trying to 
strengthen its position among freethinking voters, expectations will be raised 
with regarce to policy in the new party program, for example. Freethinkers will 
make their demands,

POLL SHOWS ECONOMY REPLACES ENERGY AS VOTERS MAIN CONCERN

Concern of Voters") 


[Text] The economy and work/employment are, by far the most 
important issues on which the politicians "should concentrate 
their efforts." This is the result of an IMU-study. A survey 
was conducted among 1,000 persons in the first quarter of this 
year. VPK [Left Party Communists] voters are the most satisfied 
as regards the treatment of the most important issues, whereas 
Center Party voters are the most dissatisfied. 


Since the fall of 1979 the economy has gradually emerged as the single most important 
issue. In 1979, 20 percent considered the economy to be important. Today, more than 
half of the voters, 52 percent, attach prime importance to the economy. 


As second in importance come matters relating to work/employment, where the curve is 
U-shaped. In the fall of 1979, 41 percent considered work/employment to be an 
important issue, and after having touched a low of 30 percent in the spring of 1980 
the figure is once again back at 41 percent. 


Interest in the energy question has slid from 43 percent at the time of the refer- 
endum on nuclear power, to 14 percent in the fall of 1980, after which it has, once 
again, risen to 17 percent during the first quarter of this year. A continuous 
rise, from 5 to 11 percent, has been noted for environmental matters. 


The interest in tax matters is surprisingly low, but stable, at 14 to 15 percent for 
almost the whole period under study. 


Alcohol 


The alcohol/drug issue increased significantly during the spring of 1980 to 16 percent, 
which may be attributed to various campaigns, but has later declined and is currently 
noted at 7 percent. 


The question of social care for the elderly gets 5 percent, »enefits and child-care 
4 percent, and the schoool and social issues receives 3 percent of the answers. 
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Most notedly, men having higher education and people living in Norrland consider the 
economy to be the most important iseue. Seen from party level, mostly moderates and 
liberale put the economy up front. 


The subtotals for work/employment show another picture. Manual workers and Norr- 
landers most frequently quote work/employment as the most important issue. On this 
question, no marked difference can be noted between the sexes. From the party 
view-point the highest number that finds work/employment to be an important issue is 
to be found among liberals and social democrats. 


Energy 


The energy issue is mentioned as being important to highly educated persons and to 
young people in the age group 18-29 years. The same thing applies to voters for the 
Center Party and for the VPK. Women and persons having only basic school education 
state various social care issues and alcohol/drugs as especially important. 


IMU has also asked: Do you think that the party you support puts enought emphasis 
on the most important issues? 


Forty-four percent answered yes in relation to both questions and an additional 8 

percent to one of the questions. Forty-one percent are dissatisfied. The results 
indicate a somewhat stronger dissatisfaction with the politicians’ way of handling 
the most important issues. 


Satisfied VPK Voters 





The results have been divided into separate categories, comprising the five parlia- 
mentary parties. VPK voters are the most content. Fifty-eight percent of VPK 
voters are of the opinion that Mr Werner handles the most important issues well. 
The corresponding figure for the Social Democrats is 48 and for the Moderates 43 
percent. 


In the Liberal Party there are a larger number of dissatisfied than of satisfied 
voters. Thirty-six percent are satisfied and 44 percent discontent. The Center 
Party is last with 29 percent satisfied and 50 percent who are not. 


Eighty-four percent of VPK voters are satisfied with child care. Work/employment 
also gets a high figure, 81 percent. 


Fifty-nine percent of the social democrats are happy with the care of the elderly, 
56 with work/employment and child care and 53 percent with the economy. Seventy-six 
percent of Social Democratic voters are dissatisfied with schools, 68 with various 
benefit policies and 60 percent with alcohol/drugs policies. 


The Moderate voters are most satisfied with the energy (52 percent) and the taxes 
(5l percent). Sixty-eight percent are dissatisfied with benefit policies, 57 with 
environmental issues and 54 with alcohol/drugs policies. 


The Liberal Party gets good marks from its voters for energy programs (66 percent) 
and taxes (52 percent). Fifty-eight percent are unhappy with environmental issues 
and 56 percent with schools. 
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The Conter Party geta the highest positive figure for alcohol /druge polictes, 

Forty-three percent 
re natiatied with child care. The most widespread dissatiafaction concerns achools

DECOSTER VISIT TO ANKARA ASSESSED 
Letanbul CUMMURIYET in Turkish 16 Apr 61 pp i, 7 


\Article by Sedat Ergin examines vieit to Ankara by Council of Europe 
Assembly President Hane De Coster) 


(Text) Ankara, 16 Apr-=-CUMMURIYET~-"I am neither an optimist nor 4 pessi- 
miet. tt have alwaye tried to be 4 realiet. As 4 realistic estimate, it 

is my hope that 4 minieaseembly of the Couneil of Europe Assembly will be 
held in Letanbul in the summer of 1963." 


Hane De Coster, president of the Assembly of the Council of Europe, gave 
this estimate in his remarks to members of the Turkish delegation in the 
assembly at a reception held at the Anadolu Club the night before last, 

following the completion of his consultations with the National Security 
Council and government and private circles in Ankara. 


It had been decided that the committee meeting of the assembly would be held 
in letanbul in June this year, on the occasion of the 100th anniversary of 
Ataturk's birth. After the 12 September maneuvers, however, the location 
of the meeting was changed at the request of the Turkish side. The possi- 
bility that the meeting can be held on the date indicated by De Coster is 
tied, firet and foremost, to the completion of the transition period lead- 
ing to parliamentary rule by that date. 


This is one of the clues given by De Coster at the conclusion of his visit 
to Ankara... 


De Coster, who described his taike in Ankara as “interesting,” met with 
Head of State General Kenan Evren for an hour and a half, spending the first 
half hour of the meeting in private conference, with not even a translator 
present for this segment of the talks. 


General Evren entered the meeting quite well prepared, so much so that when 
certain issues were raised, he cited the relevant articles of the European 
Convention on Human Rights one by one to De Coster. 








De Coster showed special sensitivity in declining to disclose to the press 
the impressions he had gathered in Ankara, The reason for this lies in the 
topic, and in the fact that when he came to Turkey he wished to keep the 
approach he would follow in the executive committee and in the assembly a 
secret for the present. At the same time, it is known that De Coster favore 
retention of Turkey within the framework of the Council] of Europe, and that 
he will exert his efforte in this direction, 


Subsequent to Hans De Coster's visit, the topic of Turkey will be taken up 
by the organs of the Council of Burope in the days ahead in accordance with 
the following procedures. The executive committee will meet in Strasbourg 
on 29 April, The executive cowittee will prepare a report of ite activi-~ 
ties for the 33d session of the assembly, which will meet on 12 May. At 
the opening of the assembly the report of activities will be presented to 
the members by the executive committee. 


De Coster's vieit to Ankara will be included in the executive committe's 
report a8 an important item. In the light of discussions in the executive 
committee, thie item of the agenda will point to the impressions De Coster 
gathered in Ankara, from circles in the government and in the Council, and 
the prevailing atmosphere concerning the period of return to democratic 
rule, 


According to information received, De Coster in his report will underline 
Turkey's commitment to democracy and the sincerity of the military adminis- 
tration in the matter of the return to democratic rule. At the same time, 
it is expected that De Coster will mention some concrete developments in 
the matter of the period of return to democratic rule, such as the likeli- 
hood that the fundamental principles under which a constituent assembly is 
to be convened may be clarified in the month of June. The president's 
deputy, the Swedish Liberal Bjork, will defend the executive committee's 
report, and thus also its conclusions regarding Turkey, before the assembly. 


The most sensitive point of the portion of the executive's presentation 
dealing with Turkey will be the proposal “in favor" of retaining continued 
membership of the Turkish parliamentary group in the assembly. This is a 
result of the long period of indecision of the Turkish government in the 
matter of representation in the assembly by the Turkish delegation, and of 
the formula afterwards agreed upon with De Coster in Ankara. 


Ankara, unsure of the outcome of the vote, will not respond to the letter 
sent by the council's secretariat requesting a list of the names of the 
Turkish parliamentarians who will attend the assembly. In case the creden- 
tials of the Turkish parliamentarians were sent by the foreign ministry, it 
might appear as if the assembly were voting on the Turkish government's 
proposal. 
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De Coster Takes Responsibility 


According to the formula developed by the foreign ministry, the office of 
the president of the assembly will take on direct responsibility for the 
representation of the Turkish group in the upcoming meeting of the assembly, 
When the assemply ie opened on 12 May, the Turkish delegation will not be 
present in Strasbourg. The proposal concerning the representation of the 
Turkish group will be put up for 4 vote as part of the executive committee's 
presentation. Providing the vote comes out in favor of the executive com- 
mittee's proposal, the accreditation documente of the Turkish parliamentari-~ 
ane will be forwarded to the secretariat of the council by the office of the 
Turkish representation in Strasbourg, and the Turkish parliamentarians will 
set out for Strasbourg to take part in the assembly. 


What Can Happen in the Voting? 


in the capital. the outcome of May's vote cannot be predicted with complete 
certainty. The voting will be a clash of two dominant tendencies regarding 
Turkey in the eesembly. At the moment it appeare that there are two factors 
that could in!luence the outcome, The first of these is the report which 
De Coster wil) give to the members of the assembly, and the extent to which 
the conerete indications in this report meet the expectations regarding 
Turkey that heve arisen in the council. The second factor will be the 
attitude taken by the socialist group. While two opposing tendencies contend 
within the socialist group, the German Social Democrats are expected to vote 
in favor, while the Scandinavian socialists are expected to vote in opposi- 
tion. It ie as yet unclear how the socialists from other countries wil) 
cast their votes. Provided at least 20 of the socialist group's members 
cast their votes in favor of Turkey, a major hurdle will have been cleared. 


Another point that has drawn the attention of observers in the capital is 
the appearance of a new tendency among the liberal, conservative, and 
christian democratic groups, whose favorable votes had been regarded as 
certain. According to 4 new evaluation which arrived in the capital after 
the vote in the European Parliament, “the groupe mentioned also feel the 
need to closely follow developments in Turkey before taking a firm position 
in the matter.” 


Thus, it is against this background that De Coster will play a key role in 


the development of an atmosphere favorable to Turkey in the assembly in the 
days to come.

TURKISH WORKERS, LIBYAN SECURITY PORCES CLASH 
ietanbul HURRIVET in Turkish 21 Apr 81 pp i, 15 


[Text] Ankara, 21 Apr--HURRIYET<<In Libya at the end of last week a new 
incident, which ended in bloodshed, was added to the unpleasant outbreaks 
that occur from time to time between our workers and local security forces. 
The incident led to the deathe of two Turkish workers, whose names have not 
ae yet been disclosed, and the wounding and hospitalization of ase many as 
ten Turkish workers. 


When news of the regrettable incident was relayed to Turkey, Prime Minister 
Bulend Ulusu called for the immediate dispatch of a comaission of inquiry 
to Libya. The commission of inquiry was formed under the chairmanship of 
Assistant Undersecretary of Labor Selahattin Erkap. The commission will 
most likely depart for Libya by way of Istanbul tomorrow. 


The Libyan authorities have informed the Turkish government through offi- 
cial channele of their regret over the death of two of the Turl ‘sh workers 
who claheed with security forces. The government was also informed by the 
Libyan authorities that the Turke who were wounded and have been hospital- 
ized were being well looked after and were receiving medical treatment. 


Although clashes between Turkish workers, mainly employed in construction 
work, and local security forces have taken place from time to time over the 
last five years, until now there had been no bloodshed and not a single 
Turkish worker had been killed. 


At the end of last week, when about 400 Turks working as construction 
workers in the town of Sebha in the vicinity of Fezzan clashed with local 
security forces, as a result of a situation the real causes of which are 
not yet understood, events got out of hand, and the situation was reported 
to Turkey through diplomatic channels. 


In the course of the melee, which broke out when Libyan security forces 
attacked Turkish workers in a rough manner in a clash resulting from an 
attempted strike or protest action, two workers died and as many as ten of 
our workers received wounds in various parts of their bodies. Our wounded 
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werkerea were femved to @ hoepital., lt te alee a8 yet undetermined whether 
the two workers whe died did 60 a8 4 result of gunshot wounds or a8 4 con- 
sequence of being beaten, 


Subsequently, Libyan security forces took statements from the 400 Turkish 
workers working in the town of Sebha, and placed some of the workers under 
arreat, 


Members of the commission about to be sent to Libya inelude, aside from 
those representing the miniaetry of labor, representatives of the foreign 
ministry, the ministry of secial security, the Turk=le labor federation, 
and the Turkish Confederation of Employer Unions. 


Officials of the ministry of labor stated that Turkish workers employed in 
Libya are virtually subject to “the law of the desert,” that often our 
workers are unable to seek their rights, and that those who demand their 
rights are from time to time expelled from Libya by the local authorities.

ARMED FORCES CHIEF WARNS OF INCREAGED MILITARY DANGERS

[Text] Militarily speaking, Finland is no longer “ase fit as a fiddle," nor is ites 
territorial inviolability by any means absolute should a crisis break out, Armed 
Forces ohief Lauri Sutela offered thie appraisal at the 20th anniversary celebration 
of the Ground Poroes Inetitute Association at Heleinki University on Thureday, 


Sutela noted that Pinland's effort to stay out of armed conflicte is therefore a 
worthy goal and toward that end all security policy sectors gust be employed, with- 
out shunning significant economic sacrifices either, 


According to the Armed Forces chief, we have entered into a period of uncertainty 
with the start of this decade, largely as a result of the development of weapons 
technology, In Sutela's opinion, weapons technology demands of the Finnish Armed 
Forces a better ability to perform than they now have, 

the 


"I am convinced that, taking into consideration our circumstances, we have 
wherewithal to create a truly believable defense capability in this country," 

Sutela said and added that the basic shortages that weaken our defense capability 
must be corrected, “They cannot be compensate’ for by Pinnish perseverance either," 


“Level of Preparation Raised" 


General Sutela noted that strategic decisions and the development of military tech- 
niques have indisputably raised the level of preparation in the Nordic countries, 
Sutela said that at the same time justifiable concern for the security of our terri- 
tory has understandably increased, 


#hile militarily viewed Pinland's inviolability can be deemed to have changed, 
according to Sutela it is, on the other hand, just as clear that the game has not 
yet been lost because certain factors which mst be regarded as favorable counter 
‘elanoe the rise in the level of preparation, 


Qutele said the most essential of these is the knowledge that the preservation of 
the Nordic countries’ stable situation is to the advantage of all those concerned, 
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According to him, on the basis of past experience we aleo regard the preservation 
= San. —— which determine Finland's relations with ite neighboring countries, 
w confidence, 


"These are trustful relationa with the Soviet Union and the stability of a relation- 
ship based on the mitual aid and cooperation agreement, Sweden's foreign policy 
position as the tester of the Nordic countries’ security policy arrangements and 
Finland's hopes that no changes take place in Norway's seourity policy that would 
disadvantageously affect the Nordic countries’ situation,” Sutela said with concern 
in hie carefully constructed talk, 


In Sutela'se opinion, every Nordic country is naturally entitled to concern for its 
essential security interests, Thue in hie opinion, it ie, for example, natural for 
Norway to feel it has a right to be concerned over ite chances of receiving aid 
from ite allies when needed, 


The Armed Forces chief emphasized that there is reason for Finland to hope the de- 
velopment now in progress will not worsen our seourity policy position, 


Speaxing of Durope, Sutela was not about to deny that the situation in that part of 
the world contains elements the development of whion could turn it into a cold war, 


On the other hand, Sutela felt that it was hard to see for what advantages we would 
be prepared to jeopardize political relations, achievements gained through economic 
cooperation and dominant military arrangements, 





"Threat to Be Found Outeide Burope" 


The Armed Forces chief's judgment was that "the factors which endanger security and 
peace in Burope are in all probability to be found outside rather than inside Europe," 


According to Sutela, two of the threate to Burope's external security are foremost, 
"The firet is that the interests of the big powers may conflict with one another 
somewhere in such a way that the Buropean nations would irrevocably be swept away 
with them, 


"The seoond significantly threatening factor would be the jeopardizing of the Suro- 
pean naticns' essential economic interests to such an extent that a peaceful solu- 
tion to the conflict would not go far enough to resolve it," 


Sutela maintained that the inflammable Near Bast area may serve as the hypothetical 
stage for such developments, thinking in terms of both alternatives, 


According to Sutela, one of the key issues to Buropean security in the 1960's may 
be whether Durope can disengage iteelf from an event of worldwide political impact 
that would quite clearly jeopardize its peaceful development, 


Northern Duropean security is part of a worldwide major strategic situation, 


Sutela reminded us that Northern Burope is a key area in the strategic balance of 
the leading big powers, 








“What dimensions that military potential which ie endowed with offense capability 
and appears alongside our defense potential assumes in the years to come will have 


a decisive influence on the security situation in the Nordic countries in the 
1980's," Sutela said,

AIR FORCE PLANS TO INCREASE USE OF HIGHWAY EMERGENCY STRIPS 
Helsinki HSLSINGIN SANOMAT in Finnish 15 May 81 p 14

[Yext] Kuopio (HS)—Speed limite are being boldly violated on the Karttula-Tervo 
highway in Pohjoie-Savo, The Air Force has driven ite new MiG-21—bis into the 
woods and more planes and men will be arriving in the next few days from the 
Kauhava Aerial Warfare School and the Lapland Flight Detachment, 


The Air Porce has taken over Hastern Finland's air space for an entire week, Until 
next Saturday civilian planes will be subject to flying restrictions throughout all 
of Kuopio and Pohjoie-Karjala Provinces, The base at Tervo and the two provinces’ 
airfields are crawling with 2,000 men engaged in training exercises, 


Anti-aircraft unite from Kouvola and the Helsinki Anti-Aircraft Regiment from Hyryle 
are defending new MiG's, old Fouga Magisterie and Lapiand Flight Detachment Drankenis 
which will be joining them on Wednesday, Over 100 local men have also been called 

up for guard duty and service chores, 


Air Force chief of staff Col Kari Korttila, who was following the year's biggest 
air exercises on Tuesday, said that they had planned these combat flights for the 
MiG-21=bis, which had been procured for Finland last fall, as soon as the break-in 
period was over, 


"It is particularly important for us to test the Air Force's ability to operate 
under field conditions with the reserves, We have so few regular troops of our own, 
The MiG's met our expectations especially well during the winter teste," 


Air suveillance and flight exercises have cut off a 10—km etretch of the Karttula- 
Tervo highway, The 3 km of pavement that have been widened for an airstrip at 
Tervo, which is longer than those of many Finnish airports, will suffice for their 


purposes, 


According to Korttila, the widened sections of highway designed for decentralized 
operation in time of crisis are absolutely essential, 


"In a real situation we can get emergency bases into operation all over the country, 
During the next few years the Air Force hopes to get a few more sites, but doing 

so will depend on TVH [Road Network Administration] highway projects, There are 
similar arrangements in many countries, Nevertheless, the use of highways as air 
strips is probably further developed in Finland and Sweden," 
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Plight Controllers Rush About in Cars 


Tervo base flight controllers are in constant communication with kuopio's airport 
at Kiesala, Flight controllers for the exercises rush about in radio-equipped care 
covering the crowded defense network alongside the highway, 


"Under field conditions the same provisions as at regular fields will be closely 
adhered to, We will stagger planes at different altitudes and security will be 
guaranteed with all available means, These few days we will have as many as twice 
the number of takeoffs and landings as normally take place at the provincial air 
ports," Warrant Officer Pekka Korpi explained, 


The Air Force exercise is one of the signal events of the year at Tervo, one of the 
smallest municipalities in Kuopio Province, The village's two or three cafes are 
serving coffee and bune until late in the evening and at least every other oncoming 
car bears Army insignia, 
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GENERAL INTERNATIONAL AFFALRS 


FRG- SWEDISH SPACE PROJECT -- Last Thursday a rocket was launched from 
Esrange at 8.00 a.m.. This rocket was part of a joint project between 
Sweden and West Germany, with the aim to study different characteristics 
of materials during weightless conditions. This project is totally 
different from rocket experiments usually conducted at Esrange, which 
relate to research regarding aurora borealis. The rocket, type Skylark, 
peaked at 250 kilometers, resulting in weightless conditions for 6 minutes. 
The payload of experimental material weighed 373 kilograms. The rocket 
landed by the help of parachutes and was brought back by helicopter within 
two houre of the launching. Next rocket for material research is scheduled 
to be launched within a week. Experiments on materials in weightless 
conditions benefit from the fact that a high altitude rocket or a space 
station in orbit provides a weightless environment which is completely 
unique. It cannot be reproduced in a laboratory on earth. In a few years 
time this technique is expected to be used for producing new materials, 
e.g. alloys and crystals with unique qualities. /Text/ /Stockholm DAGENS

"Relations between Creece and Iraq have always been good and the visit of President 
Karamanliis to Iraq strengthened them stiil more. During my vis 
reviewed the development of these relations and our talks with 
government officials were very useful, eas were also those with 
the republic and the premier. I have conveyed the views of my 


increase the bilateral exchanges and we ste. in trey the * technical 
companies which by undertaking new projecte I will effectively contribute 
to the promotion of my country's developme program as well as to the development 
of the trade, industry, merchant marine and other sectors. 
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"In the area of supplying Greece with crude oi1, I want ure you that our 
reletions are excellent, that Iraq is covering Greece's needs and that we 
are willing to give positive consideration to any future Greek request in this 
sector. I have also assured the Greek officials that in the oil sector Iraq 

is giving Greece priority and considers the cooperation of the two countries in 
this sector as cooperation between friends. I consider this cooperation excellent 
and satisfactory to both parties. However, the Greek side has made certain 
requests for the future which we will consider in a positive spirit. 


"J believe that the development of our mtual relations is absolutely satisfactory 
and that during our talks we did not detect the presence of any difficulties in 
this development. 


"In the political sector we reviewed various issues including the Palestinian 
problem and the struggle against Zionism. I explained Iraq's position and I] am 
glad to say that the Greek authorities responded in a positive way and assured 

me that Greece supports the sovereign rights of the Palestinian people, the right 
of the Palestinians for self-determination and the removal of the Israelis from 
occupied Arab lands. They also assured me that Greece's induction into EX will 
not change the existing status of relations between Greece and Israel before a 
just solution is found for the Arab-Israeli dispute. Finally, the Greek officiels 
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made it clear to me that it is absolutely uatrue that Greece is about to establish 
diplomatic relations with Ilereel and that euch rumors aim a upsetting the Oreek- 
Aral relations.

Subsequently the foreign minister responded to questions by reporters and said, 
in part: 

a. iraq supports the independence of Cyprus as an absolutely non-aligned and 
unitary state and that the Cyprus question can be solved only through ‘he inter- 
commnal talks, 


b. The quantity of of] produced and exported today by Iran is nearing that 
produced before the war between Iran and Iraq. 


c. He does not see a solution of the Middle-East problem in the near future. 


d. Israeli intervention is the basic cause for the recently developed abnormal 
situation in Lebanon, 


e. The relations of Egypt with the rest of the Arab countries cannot be restored 
unless the Camp David agreement ceases to »e in force.

RECENT CENSUS RESULTS PUBLISHED

| Text] The firet ceneue resulte which were announced yveaterday, ahow that 
during the 19/1198) decade there were positive population developments, 

in view of the fact that: first, the overall population of the country in- 
creased by about one million inhabitants. Second, there occurred a4 rever- 
eal in the migration flow and the return to the countryside has already 
taken maseive proportions. Third, the over-concentration of population in 
Athens and Salonica hase been checked somewhat and a revitalization has tak- 
en piace in the province. 


These encouraging developments are, evidently, the result of the economic 
growth over the past years, which led to the increase in employment and the 
improvement of income of the rural populations. 


Prime Minieter CG. Rallis, in commenting on the census’ results, made the 
following statement, 


"From the first tentative results of the census, which took place on 5 April, 
| am happy to note that my impresssions are confirmed that we have a serious 
reversal of the migration flow observed in 1969-1971. It is also gratifying 
to note that, while there was a population decrease in 43 nomes of the coun- 
try during the decade of 1961-1971, during the period 1971-1961, a decrease 
in population was observed in only 14 nomes, which indicates a lower percent- 
age, when compared to the previous decade." 


The following communique was issued with regard to the census results: 


' On 5 April 1981, the actual population of the country rose to 9./0/ million 
inhabitants compared to 8.769 million of the census of 14 March 1971. 
Therefore, there is a net increase of the actual population of the country 

of 938,000 inhabitants which is a percentage of 10.72%, while during the 
1961-71 decade, the corresponding percentage was 4.57. 


The redoubling of the percentage of the rise in population should be attri- 
buted to the decrease of migration and the increased return to the country- 
side. 











More specifically, the increase in population during the 1971-81 decade, 
due to a greater number of birthea over deaths, is calculated to be 7.3% and 
consequently, the remaining percentage is due mainly to che increase in the 
return to the countryaide instead of migration to the city. 


The increase in the return to the countryeide versus migration appears to 
atfect positively regions preeminently migratory such as Ipeiros, Makedonia 
and Thraki where, inetead of a decrease in population as had occurred in 
the past, an increase wae observed. In effect, in Ipeiros, while during 
the decade 1961-1971 we had a decrease in population of -12,0%, during the 
decade 1971-1981 an increase of 4.2% was observed. In Makedonia, from a 
decrease of -0.3%, we have an increase of 11.4%. In Thraki, from -7.62, 

we have an increase of 4.9%, 


Decrease of the Population in Athens-Salonica 


The resulte of the census also showed a serious decline in the rate of in- 
crease of the population of the two large urban centers of Athens and 
Salonica due mainly to the decrease in the rate of the flow of the popula- 
tion towards these two centers. In effect during the decade 1971-1981, the 
population of the capital area increased by 476,000 inhabitants, i.e. a 
percentage of 18.8% , while during the previous decade, 1961-1971, the cor- 
responding percentage was 37.1%. During the decade 1971-1981 the population 
of the nome of Salonica increased by 148,000 inhabitants; that is, a per- 
centage of 20.9%, while during the previous decade 1961-1971, the correspon- 
dine percentage was 30.5%. 


With regard to the shifts in population in the different nomes of the Coun- 
try, we observe that, while during the period 1961-1971 an increase in pop- 
ulation was observed in only 8 nomes, during the decade 1971-1981, an increase 
in population was observed in 37 nomes. Conversely, while during the decade 
1961-1971, a decrease in population had been observed in 43 nomes, during 

the decade 1971-1981 a decrease in population was noted in only 14 nomes, 

and even in these nomes, the rate of decrease is considerably lower than 

the corresponding percentage of the preceding decade." 


In effect, the nomes whose population decreased during the 1971-1981 decade 
are the following: Aitoloakarnania, Evrytania, Arkadia, Lleia, Lakonia, 
Messinia, lLonian Islands, Kefallinia, Levkas, Preveza, Karditsa, Kilkis, 
Serrai, Agion Oros, Lesvos and Khios. 


Percentage-wise, the greatest increase was noted in the rest of Attiki 
(32.3%), followed by Dodekanisos (21.9%), Salonica (20.9%), Capital Area 
(18.85), Pieria (16.1%), Kastoria (15.8%), Irakleion (15.7%), Akhaia (13.9%), 
Evvoia (13.6%), and Magnisia (12.8%); that is the nomes where a considerable 
industrial or tourist development took place. 
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
